Conditions 


of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each

Note:  The  Barcheston  tapestry  looms  were  established  in  Warwick- 
shire in  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century  by  William  Sheldon,  a  country 
gentleman ;  the  technique  of  weaving  was  learned  in  the  Low  Countries  and 
the  establishment  survived  until  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century. 
Representative  examples  of  the  rare  works  carried  out  in  Barcheston  can  be 
seen  in  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  London;  these  consist  mainly  of 
small  heraldic  or  allegorical  panels.

roses  and  numberless  tiny  heads  of  jasmine,  carnations,  peonies,  and  other 
garden  flowers  forming  a  surface  blazing  with  gems.

This  rug  belongs  to  one  of  the  earliest  classes  of  Spanish  rugs  yet  deter- 
mined, and  represented  prominently  in  this  country  by  the  well-known 
Admiral  Enriquez  rug  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  New  York.  The 
design  shows  the  coalescing  Moorish  and  European  influences  present  in 
Spain  both  before  and  after  the  conquest  of  Granada,  and  belongs  to  a  small 
group  in  which  the  Moresque  influence  is  strongest,  studied  by  Prof.  Sarre 
of  Berlin. 

In  a  field  of  deep  mazarine-blue  appears  a  characteristic  Gothic  design 
of  tan  ribbon  ogivals,  interlaced  into  lozenge  ornaments  and  enclosing  large 
ogival  leaf  plaquettes  of  burnt-orange  centred  with  a  species  of  scorpion  or 
foliage  motive.  The  side  borders  display,  on  a  blue  ground,  a  fine  Moorish 
lattice  motive  in  orange,  of  exceptional  rarity.  At  the  bottom  the  design 
changes  abruptly,  without  halt  in  the  weave,  to  a  border  of  childishly  drawn 
bird  figures  in  ivory,  and  pairs  of  small  geometrical  rampant  animals;  below, 
on  an  ivory  ground,  in  unrestrained  disorder,  are  rampant  lions,  birds,  moun- 
tains, diagonal  wave  motives,  and  in  the  centre,  a  species  of  castellated  trip- 
tych, the  wings  of  which  contain  female  figures.
